There is nothing abroad to-day 
like the poor and simple altruism, the result 
of which a man is able and willing to serve his

Well, I intended 
that to be understood, but I did not care to say 
it so specifically.

The only 
trouble is, we don’t make up our minds what we 
want.

The daily newspapers—and I have just 
squared myself with the gentlemen at my right, 
the reporters—have spent a good deal of money 
and have invaded the realms of rhetoric lately, 
and some of those articles Gov.

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A Proposed Law that Strikes at the 
Optician’s Profession. 


The first strike against the opticians 
to be introduced in the present Legislature 
of New York is here in the form of an 
act, known as Assembly bill No. 167. It 
strikes at the optical trade only, though 
couched in general terms. Every optician 
in the State should at once write to his 
Assemblyman, lodging a protest against 
this act, and the optical societies should, 
and undoubtedly will, make a determined 
fight to prevent its passage. The follow- 
ing is a copy of the bill as supplied to THE 
CIRCULAR—WEEKLY, by A. Jay Cross, 
president of the American Association of 
Opticians:

AN ACT 
ro AMEND SECTION ONE HUNDRED AND 

FIFTY-TWO OF CHAPTER SIX HUNDRED 

AND SIXTY-ONI Ot THE LAWS OF 

EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND NINETY 

THREE, ENTITLED “AN ACT IN RELA 

TION TO THE PUBLIC HEALTH, CON 

STITUTING CHAPTER TWENTY-FIVE OF 

THE GENERAL LAWS.” 

The people of the State of New York, repre 
sented in Senate aad Assembly, do enact as fol 
lows 

Section 1. Section one hundred and fifty-two 
of chapter six hundred and sixty-one of the laws 
of eighteen hundred and ninety-three, entitled “‘An 
act in relation to the public health, constituting 
chapter twenty-five ol the general laws,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 152. Construction of this article dny per 
son shall be regarded as practicing mediciie within 
the meaning of ths act who shall prescribe, direct, 
recommend, or advise, for the use of any other person, 


any remedy or agent whatsoever, whether with or 


without the use of any medicine, drug, instrument or 
ther appliance, for the treatment, relief, or cure, of 
any wound, fracture, or bodily injury, infirmity, 
physical or mental or other defect or disease. This 
article shall not be construed as prohibiting the ser 
vice Of any person tn an emergency, r the domestic 
administration of family remedies; nor shall it be 


construed to affect commissioned officers serving in 
the United States army, navy or marine hospital 
service, while so commissioned; or anyone while 
actually serving on the resident medical staff of 
any legally incorporated hospital; or any legally 
registered dentist exclusively engaged in practic 
ing dentistry, or any manufacturer of artificial 
eyes, limbs or orthopedic instruments or trusses 
in fitting such instruments on persons in need 
thereof when such artificial eyes, limbs, or orthopedic 
instruments or trusses are prescribed by lawfully 
qualified physicians; or any lawfully qualified physi- 
cian in other states or countries meeting legally 
registered physicians in this state in consultation; 
or any physician residing on a border of a neigh 
boring state and duly authorized under the laws 
thereof to practice medicine therein, whose prac 
tice extends into this state, and who does not 
open an othce or appoint a place to meet patients 
or receive calls within this state; or any physician 
duly registered in one county called to attend 
isolated cases in another county, but not residing 
or habitually practicing therein. 

This article shall be construed to repeal all acts 
or parts of acts authorizing conferment of any 
degree in medicine causa honoris or ad eundum 
or otherwise than on students duly graduated after 
satisfactory completion of a preliminary and medi 
cal course of not less than that required by this 


article, as a condition of license. 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately

Protective Lacquer for Bronze Goods. 
—The following process yields a protec- 
tive varnish for bronze articles and other 
metallic objects in various shadings, the 
lacquer produced excelling in high luster 
and permanency: Fill 40 grms. of best 
pale shellac, 12 grms. of pulverized Flor- 
entine lake, 30 grms. gamboge and 6 grms, 
of dragon’s blood, likewise powdered, into 
a bottle and add 400 grms, of spirit. Allow 
this mixture to form a solution preferably 
by heating the flask in the waté¢r bath, to 
nearly the boiling point of the water, and 
shaking now and then until all has dis- 
solved. After the cooling pour off the 
liquid from the sediment, if any is present; 
this liquid dark 
red color. In a second bottle dissolve in 
the same manner 24 grms. of gamboge in 
100 grms. of spirit, which affords a lacquer 
of golden yellow color. According to the 
desired shade, the red lacquer is now 
mixed with the yellow one, thus producing 
any hue required, from the deepest red to 
tone.

THE CHARGING FOR ENGRAVING. 





A WELL KNOWN firm of retail jew- 
elers submit to Tue CrRcUuLAR- 
WEEKLY an interesting query, having im- 
ortant bearing upon every jeweler’s busi- 
he query is as follows: 

We would like to have you give us a little 
information in regard to engraving, whether 
it 1s customary among the trade generally to 
engrave articles sold without charge, and if 
so, what limit they generally put on the amount 
of engraving, and whether they charge for 
monograms on watches and other pieces. It 
is becoming quite a burden and expense to the 
jewelers, and it ts either necessary to do less 
engraving or to cut down the cost for doing 
the same to the engraver. Also, let us know 
what wages good engravers get who are em- 
ployed throughout the year, in small cities like 
Oswego, one who can engrave good script and 
make good monograms. 

We thought that no better method could 
be conceived to furnish the information 
desired than to get some expressions from 
progressive New York and 
vicinity, regarding the policy embodied in 
We append some of these 
expressions here: 

\ firm of New York silversmiths say: 

“In reply to your favor in reference to 
cost of engraving, we beg to say that we 
engrave all goods sold retail without 
charge, in fact, prefer to engrave them, as 
we believe it adds to the appearance of a 
We believe in putting on 
the finest of work, and pay our engravers 
irom $20 to $25 per week, considering that 
item an expense the same as we would 
rent.” 

A big Brooklyn retail house says: 

“Concerning engraving of articles, our 
rule is to engrave three letters and charge 
extra for lettering in excess of that num- 
ber. We charge extra for 
Our engraver earns about $1,200 a year.’ 

Another progressive Brooklyn jeweler: 

“It is rather a hard matter to make and 
keep any set rule concerning the subject, 
as it depends very much on location of the 
business. I find that the majority of the
